"I just pve it to Canseco."

"How did you know it was Anadrol 50?"
I said, "I think that's what Canseco said

it was." And that was it.
Q. And where did this - this happened in

Florida; is t¡at right?
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said four or five. I said, "I don't know." I - you
know wtry, because it might have -- it might have been

ten; because Winstol you have to inject a lot, like
every two days, because it's a fat-based soluble-
It's not an oil-based soluble. Oil-based last 10 to
12 days. Winstrol's out of yourbody in,like, three

or four days, so you have to inject it more; and

that's why he got the abscess.

So he was -- actually, it was probably my
fault because Winstrol, I leamed later that youke

not supposed to i4iect quickly. Youke supposed to
do it very slowly. That way it dispenses slowly' If
you do it quickly, then it settles in apool of fat
and that's how an abscess is formed; and that's what
happened. So it was probably my fault.

So I was - I injected him a couPle of
times too quicþ I think.
